west, and from present indications 


the perpetrators will probably es­ 


cape. 
T h e robbery occurred at 8 130 at 


a lonely spot in the R e d Desert, 


and it was hours before the news 


was received, o w in g to the location 


of the scene of the crime, the near­ 


est station being many miles away. 


A s a result, the tw o posses which 


were organized and started in pur­ 


suit were tw elve hours behind the 


outlaws leaving Table R o ck , 


T h e robbery was committed by 


four masked men, one of whom got 


on the train at Tip to n and crawled 


over the tender, and, covering the 


engineer and fireman with a gun, 


commanded the enginner 
to stop 


at a certain spot, where the other 


three 
robbers got 
aboard. 
T h e y 


went about their work in an expe­ 


rienced manner, and 
lost no time 


in cutting off the express and mail 


cars. 
T h e conductor 
was over­ 
powered and taken on board the 
t.ead end of the train, which was 
run down tiie track a distance of 
three miles, where the robbery oc­ 
curred. 
W hile 
one 
man 
covered 
the 
trainmen the other three outlaws 
went to the express car. 
Express 
Messenger 
W oodcock, 
the 
same 
man who was in charge of the ex­ 
press car when the Union Pacific 
overland was robbed at W ilc o x on 
June 2, 1S99, was inside and re­ 
fused to open up until advised 
by 
the conductor that it was useless to 
resist. 
W oodcock 
then made his 
escape by the end door and locked 
it after him. 
Th e outlaws placed 
several sticks of dynamite under 
the doors and 
blew 
the 
car to 
pieces, afterward blowing open the 
treasure safe of the Pacific express. 
T h e contents of 
the safe were 
thrown into gunnysacks, and, run­ 
ning down tne track a short dis­ 
tance, the bandits mounted horses, 
which were in 
waiting, and gal­ 
loped off toward the Brown park 
country, a rendezvous for outlaws 
in the mountains of Northern C o l­ 
orado, Eastern Utah and Southern 
W yo m in g . 
T h e express car was damaged so 
Ladly that it 
was 
hauled 
off 
to 
Green river with considerable dif­ 
ficulty, 
while 
the contents were 
more or less destroyed. 
W hen the robbery was reported 
posses were hurriedly organized at 
R o c k Springs and R aw lin gs, the 
men from R o c k Springs reaching 
the scene about daylight. 
General* 
Manager Dickinson and other offi­ 
cials ot the Union Pacific were at 
Raw lings, fifty miles east of Table 
Rock. 
A reward of $1,000 each 
for the bandits, dead or alive, was 
offered. 
T h e damage to the 
property is 
considerable, and it is believed that 
the robbers secured a rich haul, as 
almost every train passing west on 
the overland carries treasure these 
days. 
Officials of the express and 
railroad

what the amount of the loss is.
